Edouard Roditi, author, poet and contributing editor of ARTS magazine will 
speak at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Wednesday, October 7 at S:l5 p.m. His lecture 
is entitled THE RUSSIAN GONTRIBUTIOH TO THE MODERI^ MOVEt>ISNT IN PAINTING. He will
